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Summary 


The  first  (October)  estimate  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  for  the 
1962-63  world  cocoa  crop  is  2,8l8  million  pounds,  a  new  record.  This 
represents  a  10  percent  increase  over  the  previous  year's  outturn  and  is 
7  percent  above  the  large  196O-61  harvest.    Large  crops  have  been  harvested 
during  each  of  the  past  3  seasons,  resulting  in  a  decline  in  prices  and  a 
high  level  of  inventories  in  importing  countries. 

World  exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1961,  2,22^  million  pounds,  were  at 
record  levels  and  1962  exports  are  also  at  a  very  high  level.  African 
producers  supplied  over  two-thirds  of  total  1961  exports,  and  the  United 
States,  West  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  France  were 
the  major  importers. 

World  grindings  of  cocoa  beans  during  1962  are  expected  to  total  about  2.1+ 
billion  pounds,  compared  with  2.2  billion  in  1961.    United  States  grindings 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1962  amounted  to  ^K)8.7  million  pounds,  compared 
with  388.8  million  for  the  same  period  in  1961.    Total  U.S.  grindings  during 
1961  were  5^0*^  million  pounds  when  a  record  776.2  million  pounds  of  cocoa 
beans  were  imported.

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Production 

North  American  production,  estimated  at  197*9  million  pounds,  represents 
only  7  percent  of  the  world  total.    Larger  crops  are  forecast  for  most 
producing  areas. 

The  Costa  Rican  crop  will  "be  slightly  above  the  previous  year.  Increased 
technical  assistance  and  availability  of  credit  is  "being  offered  to 
producers. 

Production  in  the  Dominican  Republic  is  forecast  at  88  million  pounds,  ill- 
percent  above  the  1961-62  outturn.    Growers  are  now  receiving  $18  per  50 
kilo  bag  (l6.3  cents  per  pound),  compared  with  $8.25  per  bag  (7»5  cents  per 
pound)  last  year  following  the  elimination  of  export  taxes  and  the  cocoa 
monopoly.    The  government  is  currently  engaged  in  a  program  of  increasing 
plantings,  improving  cultural  practices,  and  building  access  roads  in 
producing  areas. 

Production  in  Grenada  continues  to  increase  as  new  plantings  come  into 
bearing.    It  is  expected  that  within  the  next  few  years,  output  will  equal 
or  possibly  exceed  the  6.7  million  pound  average  attained  prior  to  the 
devastating  hurricane  in  1955 • 

Through  the  Cocoa  Expansion  Scheme,  approximately  1.5  million  trees  have 
been  planted  in  Jamaica  since  the  program  began  in  1957*    These  new  trees, 
which  are  mostly  clonal  plantings  from  Trinidad,  are  just  beginning  to  come 
into  production  this  year. 

Mexican  production  continues  upward  with  the  1962-63  crop  expected  to  reach 
a  record  kl,9  million  pounds.    A  large  percentage  of  the  crop  goes  for 
domestic  consumption,  mainly  in  the  form  of  table  chocolate  and  chocolate 
candies  and  to  a  lesser  amount  in  the  production  of  cocoa  and  cocoa  butter. 

Output  in  Trinidad  and  Tobago  will  approximate  the  1960-61  crop  of  lk.1 
million  pounds .    The  1961-62  harvest  was  very  small  and  produced  a  large 
percentage  of  inferior  quality  beans.    The  Cocoa  Board,  which  is  to  have 
the  power  to  regulate  and  control  the  purchase  and  sale  of  cocoa,  has  not 
yet  been  given  authority  to  act,  although  the  members  have  been  officially 
appointed  and  actually  held  its  first  meeting  last  year. 

South  America  accounts  for  about  one-fifth  of  world  cocoa  bean  production. 
Although  a  larger  South  American  crop  is  expected  this  season,  production 
will  still  be  below  the  1955-60  average  due  to  smaller  Brazilian  output. 

Brazil  accounts  for  over  two-thirds  of  South  American  production  and  the 
1962-63  crop  of  350  million  pounds  will  be  slightly  above  that  of  the  pre- 
vious season.    The  cocoa  producing  areas  have  been  hampered  by  poor 
transportation  and  communication  and  by  the  lack  of  development  research 
and  sufficient  financial  support  for  combatting  pod-rot. 


Production  in  Colombia,  a  net  importer  of  cocoa,  continues  to  increase  as 
more  trees  come  into  bearing.    Growers  are  receiving  65O  to  750  pesos  per 
125  kilograms  (28  to  32  cents  per  pound),  which  is  well  above  world  prices. 
About  80  percent  of  the  crop  is  processed  by  local  chocolate  factories  and 
the  remainder  in  small  home  industries  in  producing  areas.    Most  of  Colombia 
consumption  of  cocoa  is  in  the  form  of  a  beverage  similar  to  hot  chocolate. 

A  12-percent  increase  in  production  is  forecast  for  Peru.     "Witches  broom" 
disease  has  caused  considerable  damage  to  the  1961-62  crop  in  the  Jaen  area, 
which  accounts  for  about  half  of  Peru's  production. 

Venezuelan  production  will  be  higher,  mainly  as  the  result  of  increased 
rainfall  in  producing  areas.    Dry  weather  has  reduced  crops  of  the  previous 
two  seasons. 

African  production  will  be  above  the  previous  record  output  as  bumper  crops 
are  expected  in  most  of  the  producing  countries.    Production  is  expected  to 
be  7  percent  above  the  large  1960-61  outturn.    Over  two-thirds  of  the  world' 
supply  of  cocoa  comes  from  this  area. 

The  Cameroon  crop  (including  former  British  Southern  Cameroons)  is  estimated 
at  163  Tni  1  lion  pounds.    The  government  has  an  expanded  program  to  increase 
acreage  and  improve  cultural  practices,  which  include  spraying  and  the 
planting  of  higher  yielding  varieties. 

Production  in  Ghana,  the  world's  largest  producer,  is  expected  to  exceed 
1  billion  pounds.    Favorable  weather,  improved  cultural  practices  and  new 
trees  coming  into  bearing  will  make  the  1962-63  crop  the  largest  on  record. 
Producer  prices  of  t  112  per  ton  (ik  cents  per  pound)  still  hold  for  the 
beginning  of  the  1962-63  season. 

The  Ivory  Coast's  crop  is  expected  to  exceed  the  previous  year's  outturn. 
Producer  prices  for  the  1962-63  crop  will  remain  at  the  same  level  of  12.8 
cents  per  pound  paid  last  season. 

Production  in  Nigeria,  the  world's  second  largest  producer,  is  estimated 
at  500  million  pounds,  17  percent  above  the  previous  season.    New  trees 
coming  into  bearing  and  improved  cultural  practices  are  responsible  for  the 
sharp  upward  trend  in  production.    The  Marketing  Board  has  increased  producer 
prices  t  5  per  ton  (.6  cents  per  pound)  for  the  1962-63  season.  Growers 
will  now  receive  L  10 5  per  ton  (13«1  cents  per  pound)  for  Grade  1  and  L  90 
per  ton  (11.2  cents  per  pound)  for  Grade  2  cocoa.    Beginning  October  1, 
1963,  all  sales  of  Nigerian  cocoa  will  be  made  directly  from  Lagos,  thus 
taking  over  the  functions  of  the  London  offices. 

Sierra  Leone  output  continues  to  increase  with  the  1962-63  crop  expected  to 
reach  a  record  9  million  pounds.  Producer  prices  during  the  1961-62  season 
were  18.5  cents  per  pound,  which  is  stimulating  production. 
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Asia  and  Oceania  production  is  placed  at  52.6  million  pounds,  an  increase 
of  59  percent  over  the  1955-60  average.    Larger  crops  in  New  Guinea  are 
the  main  factor  in  increased  output  from  this  area. 

A  Cocoa  Producers  Alliance  was  formed  earlier  this  year  among  several  of 
the  major  cocoa  producing  countries  of  the  world.    The  member  countries 
(Ghana,  Nigeria,  Brazil,  Ivory  Coast,  Cameroon,  and  Togo)  account  for  about 
three-fourths  of  world  cocoa  production. 

The  Alliance  members  seek  to  exchange  information,  discuss  mutual  problems, 
insure  deliveries  of  cocoa  needed  "by  consuming  countries  at  reasonable 
prices,  and  to  promote  increased  consumption.    The  headquarters  of  the 
Alliance  is  in  Lagos,  Nigeria. 

In  the  meantime,  the  FAO  Cocoa  Study  Group  continues  to  evaluate  the 
feasibility  of  a  long  term  International  Cocoa  Agreement. 

World  Trade 

World  exports  of  cocoa  beans  during  1961  totaled  a  record  2,22^  million 
pounds,  39  percent  above  the  1955-59  average.    This  significant  increase 
is  attributed  to  larger  availabilities  of  supplies  and  to  increased 
consumption. 

Cocoa  is  vital  to  the  economies  of  several  West  African  producing  countries 
as  they  depend  heavily  on  it  for  foreign  exchange  earnings.    African  exports 
during  1961,  1,775  million  pounds,  were  the  largest  of  record  and  its  share 
of  world  exports  is  increasing.

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The  European  Economic  Community  (Common  Market)  accounts  for  about  one-third 
of  the  world's  cocoa  "bean  imports.    Imports  into  the  Six  during  1961  totaled 
759*6  million  pounds,  compared  with  652.7  million  in  i960.    Africa  is  the 
major  source  of  supply  for  this  area,  accounting  for  87  percent  in  1961  and 
for  85  percent  the  previous  year.    Most  of  the  remainder  of  EEC  cocoa  comes 
from  Latin  American  producers,  mainly  Brazil. 

North  America:    Costa  Rican  growers  are  now  allowed  to  use  a  free  exchange 
rate  for  cocoa  exports  and  the  export  duty  on  cocoa  has  "been  eliminated. 
Exports  for  the  first  6  months  of  1962  amounted  to  10  million  pounds,  3*5 
million  going  to  the  United  States.    The  United  States  took  58  percent  of 
the  1961  shipments. 

Exports  from  the  Dominican  Republic  for  the  first  half  of  1962  amounted  to 
22.2  million  pounds  of  cocoa  "beans  and  5«9  million  pounds  of  chocolate, 
compared  with  12. h  million  and  10. 3  million,  respectively,  for  the  corre- 
sponding period  in  1961.    The  elimination  of  export  taxes  has  stimulated 
the  export  of  cocoa  beans  while  reducing  exports  of  chocolate. 

South  America:    Brazil* s  cocoa  exports  during  the  first  6  months  of  1962 
amounted  to  6^.9  million  pounds  of  beans,  l6.1  million  of  butter,  and  9«7 
million  of  cake.    Converted  to  a  bean  equivalent  basis  this  would  total 
97*8  million  pounds.    The  Soviet  Union  was  the  largest  customer  during  this 
period  for  the  bean  exports,  taking  37  percent  of  the  total.    Other  impor- 
tant destinations  were  the  United  States  (l8  percent),  Netherlands 
(12  percent),  and  West  Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom  with  7  percent  each. 

The  United  States  remained  the  principal  market  for  Venezuelan  cocoa, 
accounting  for  55  percent  of  1961  exports.    The  Grades  exported  during 
that  period  were  "Extrafino"  (2  percent),  "Fermentado"  (35  percent),  and 
"Corriente"  (63  percent). 

Africa:    Ghana' s  cocoa  bean  exports  during  the  first  k  months  of  1962 
totaled  ^13  million  pounds.    The  major  importers  for  this  period  were  the 
United  States  (2^  percent),  West  Germany  (17  percent),  Netherlands  (12 
percent),  U.S.S.R.  (ll  percent),  and  the  United  Kingdom  (ll  percent).  The 
United  States  was  the  largest  importer  of  Ghanaian  cocoa  during  1961 
accounting  for  over  one-third  of  the  total. 

The  United  States  was  the  largest  customer  for  Nigeria' s  1961  shipments, 
taking  over  one-third  of  the  total.    Most  of  the  balance  went  to  the 
United  Kingdom  (27  percent),  the  Netherlands  (l8  percent),  and  West 
Germany  (ll  percent). 

Sierra  Leone's  exports  of  7«8  million  pounds  during  the  first  6  months  of 
1962  have  exceeded  total  1961  shipments  of  6.2  million.  All  exports  were 
to  the  Netherlands. 

Asia  and  Oceania:    Exports  from  New  Guinea  during  1961  were  38  percent 
above  the  previous  year.    Australia  was  the  largest  customer,  taking  kl 
percent  of  the  total.    The  Philippines  and  Japan  were  the  largest  markets 
for  Ceylon' s  cocoa  and  all  of  Indonesia' s  exports  went  to  West  Germany.

Growth  Through  Agricultursl  Progress 
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The  United  States  takes  about  one-third  of  the  world's  cocoa  imports.  Latin 
America  has  been  displaced  "by  Africa  as  this  country's  largest  supplier. 
Africa  accounted  for  71  percent  of  total  U.S.  imports  in  1961,  and  78  per- 
cent during  the  first  8  months  of  19&2. 

U.S.  imports  of  cocoa  beans  for  the  first  8  months  of  1962  were  5I4-O.I 
million  pounds,  compared  with  671.6  million  for  the  same  period  in  1961. 
Although  imports  from  Africa  are  running  somewhat  below  the  previous  year, 
a  sharp  decline  of  71  percent  is  noted  in  shipments  from  Brazil.  Imports 
from  Asia  and  Oceania  are  higher  this  year,  due  to  increased  shipments  from 
New  Guinea. 

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  has  revised  the  import  tolerances  for  cocoa 
beans  which  will  become  effective  February  22,  19&3*    Shipments  of  cocoa 
beans  offered  for  entry  into  the  United  States  will  have  to  meet  a  tolerance 
of  6  percent  total  moldy  and  insect-infested,  including  insect -damaged 
beans,  but  not  more  than  h  percent  of  either  moldy  or  insect-infested, 
including  insect -damaged  beans. 

The  new  tolerances  will  be  less  restrictive  than  those  previously 
considered,  but  more  so  than  the  tolerance  currently  in  effect.
